one of the servants was compelled to 
eat it till he vomited blood, which a- 
gain confirmed the notion of poison. 


On the attack of the house of the 


Lord at Kluknau. the Countess saved 
her life by the most piteous entreaties, 
but the chief bailiff, in whose house 
chlorate of lime was unhappily found, 
was killed, together with his son, a lit- 
tle daughter, a clerk, a maid and two 
students who boarded with him. 
So 


the bands went from village to village. 
wherever a nobleman or physician was 
found, death was his lot, and in a short 
time it was known that the high consta- 
bles of the county of Zemplin, several 
counts, nobles, and parish priests, had 
been murdered.

red, these words of peace were rejected 
by the leaders of the insurrection. 
On 


the 6th, at clay break, the Russian ar- 
my advanced to storm the city. 
After 


a most desperate and sanguinary resis- 
tance, our soldiers with rare intrepidi- 
ty, made themselves masters of four re- 
doubts which Jay upon our line of at- 
tack,as well as the first line of entrench- 
ments which surround Warsaw itself, 
and of which Wola is a perfect for- 
tress.

OUR opinion having been requested 


by the County Commissioners on cer- 
tain questions arising under the act of 
assembly of the 25th of March last, as- 
sessing a tax on personal properly with 
in this Commonwealth, we have care- 
lully examined the act, and concur in 
the annexed answers to the queries pro- 
posed. 


1. Under the first part of the section 


which provides, "that all personal es- 
tate and property within this Common- 
wealth hereafter described, owned or 
possessed by any person whatever; that 
is to say," kc. is a person who resides 
in Pennsylvania, but owns the descrip- 
tion of property mentioned in the act, 
due or payable to him by persons out 
of the state, comprehended within the 
act ?

No sootier were the words of this re- 


solution heard, than it excited a gene- 
ral burst of indignant feelings—several 
motions at once were made to lay it on 
the table.
